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Executive Summary

•	 All services received higher than average satisfaction ratings, ranging from 3.83 - 4.49  

(average rating is classified as a 3).

•	 Seven services surveyed in 2014 received higher ratings this year: Balloon Festival, Sandy 

Amphitheater, Youth Programs, River Oaks Golf, Races, Appearance of City Parks, and City 

Roadways.

•	 Four services received lower ratings this year over 2014: Fourth of July Celebration, Movies in 

the Park, Adult Recreation Programs, and Alta Canyon Sports Center.

•	 Appearance of City Parks received the highest satisfaction rating (4.49).

•	 Alta Canyon Sports Center received the lowest satisfaction rating overall (3.83). 

•	 71.78% would like to see more free community events in Sandy.

•	 66% would like to see more free arts programming in Sandy.

•	 The majority use Sandy trails a few times a year or weekly.
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•	 Utilized the Qualtrics Research Core Platform to collect and analyze responses.
•	 Survey participants were solicited via e-mail from the Citizen Connect Demographic Pool     

(2054 people in pool).
•	 Responses were collected from October 15 - November 30, 2018.
•	 Text responses are copied and pasted verbatim as entered by respondents, so there may be 

spelling & grammatical errors in the open text sections. 

•	 898 total responses
•	 Gender: 54.41% female, 45.59% male
•	 Ages: 18-85
•	 City Council District: 18.27% District 1, 24.52% District 2

•	 Housing: 95.67% single family homes, 4.33% medium-to-high density housing (apartments, 

condos, town homes, prefabricated homes)

This research group is primarily from single family homes and we recognize these results do not 
accurately represent those living in medium-to-high density dwellings. However, those who live in 
single family homes are more likely to be permanent long-term residents of Sandy. Medium-to-high 
density residents (apartment dwellers, etc) often do not stay in the same city long-term and may 
not be as invested in civic participation.

Respondents gave the highest rating to the Balloon Festival (4.25/5 average rating) and the second 
highest rating to Movies in the Park (4.17/5 average rating) and Fourth of July Celebration received 
the lowest rating (4.16/5).

Ratings for Fourth of July Celebration and Movies in the Park are slightly down from 2014’s survey 
results and the Balloon Festival rating is slightly higher from 2014.

Then the kids who have never played before 
get creamed by the kids who have been together for years—it sure makes it hard for the 
inexperienced kids to enjoy the games when they lose every time. I feel like kids who want to 
play together should either go to a competition team or should be limited in the number of kids 
they can sign up with—allowing a more equal distribution of experienced and non-experienced 
players on teams. My understanding of a rec league is to let kids experience the fun of the 
sport while learning fundamentals. When kids lose EVERY game, even if they’ve improved their 
skills it becomes discouraging. I’m not saying that my inexperienced kid needs to win every 
time, I’m just saying there was a huge disparity between teams and although we focused on 
the improvements we saw in our child, it was difficult when his team lost 8 to 65 (or more) 
almost every week.

This discourages our local girls from playing 
because they have to travel so far for practice. To reserve any practice field, like Dewey Bleuth 
or even Buttercup park, you charge a fee for use.  These parks are paid for by our taxes and go 
completely unused except by the men’s slow pitch leagues.  We have kids who want to play 
and who could truly benefit from competitive sports.  Our parks need to be available to them.

•	 None.  I have enjoyed Sandy’s recreational program.
•	 My kids participated in Sandy’s recreation programs all throughout their youth. They were 

fabulous. 
•	 Better quality t shirts and maybe have group runs every month to help prepare for races
•	 Seem just great
•	 Somehow to hear about them before they happen. 
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•	 spend less of my money
•	 The information about events needs better advertising.
•	 make them more visible/increase awareness.  Provide resources for parent volunteers to 

be better coaches; like coaching clinics or books about how to coach & mentor youth.  Give 
incentives to parent volunteers to coach so that we can increase the qualify of experience for 
all involved.

•	 Softball program expansion
•	 Widen program to teen sports year round.
•	 the coach pitch game locations were so confusing and the whole thing seemed really 

disorganized.  We didn’t sign up for a second season because the experience was so 
frustrating.

•	 The soccer program seemed much more organized.
•	 I had a terrible experience with a coach, and the Sandy City coordinator wasn’t helpful. I will not 

sign up for Sandy sports again. I worked for Sandy Parks and Rec for years, but I’m disappointed 
as a parent. I’m sad, because the youth sports used to be so well-run, but only one good 
coordinator is left. 

•	 More adult leagues 
•	 Even Murray city has regular volleyball leagues, which more than pay for themselves. SLCounty 

has NO Masters volleyball, although every other major metro area has frequent tournaments or 
leagues for Masters (Seniors, or 35+, 40+ etc) Since Sandy is one of the largest of the cities, 
it could lead the way.

•	 I wish we had indoor plays/concerts during the winter months. Also, would be nice to have craft 
classes at the Sandy Senior Center during the winter months.

•	 Such as water color painting. I am taking a water color class at the Midvale Senior Center. The 
class filled up extremely fast.

•	 Maybe do bicycle races, foot races should be planned so as not to interrupt traffic and cause 
citizens to have to stay home if they would like to leave due to bicyclists and runners.  Do 
these events on less populated streets - not everyone is a runner or bicyclist!  

•	 Have some that are more dog friendly.
•	 They seem to be well planned. I really don’t have any suggestions for improvement.
•	 I thought it was very well run and not too competitive (parents were very good with both 

teams)
•	 Neighborhood competition for activities 
•	 Again, just make sure well advertised 
•	 did not know about adult programs
•	 Exercise programs like pilates,barre, and yoga for seniors.
•	 I’m not too big on outdoor recreation but I love to hike and take walks with my wife. I see many 

people being active in the community though. 
•	 The races are small-beans productions. You could really take things up a notch if you partnered 

with a professional race company, like Revel.
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•	 A little more training for the youth refs would be nice. I know it’s hard for teenagers to get used 
to doing that job, but many of them seem apathetic to the game. This is not to say I tolerate 
berating the refs, in fact I reprimanded a few parents on my team this year for yelling at them. 
They deserve respect for their job and it’s tough with jerk parents and coaches that are 
everywhere, but a little more effort and attention would be nice.

•	 Maybe better notifications. I usually only find out about things after its over.
•	 The youth sports programs seemed very “clique-y”. We moved here when our daughter was 9 

and signed up for Junior Jazz, but it was a very poor experience - poor coaching in particular 
- but one thing I kept hearing were things like “these kids have played together for years” - it 
sounded like things were organized according to wards.

•	 When my grandkids were young and involved in them, I was very satisfied!  I attended many of 
them and thought they were very good.

•	 More pickleball courts
•	 Need Yoga classes 
•	 Keep up the great work!
•	 I haven’t been involved in the rec programs
•	 These are great well established programs. They are great for the community!
•	 Improve the swimming lessons. I know multiple people (including myself) whose children too 

swimming lessons and weren’t taught anything.
•	 I am always looking at the kid’s programs and activities at Dimple Dell. 
•	 If I try to enroll early, I am told enrollment does not begin until a certain time and date. If I try to 

enroll at that time and date, the program is already full. How is this possible unless someone is 
pre-enrolling?  I could understand occasionally encountering this problem, but every time and 
every program at Alta Canyon( daycare, swimming, tumbling)?

My 
son’s youth baseball league at Alta Canyon only had 3 teams this last fall (ages 8-11!!) I didn’t 
see any banners or flyers about registration - i had to call and search it out on my own and 
then learned (because i happened to ask the right question to the right person) that Sandy 
had raised the eligible age from 10 to 11 this year. more parents would have signed their kids 
up had they known about this change. marketing the rec programs has not been a priority and 
the programs are suffering from lack of participation!! we have been sending our kids to other 
cities’ programs because they are better at getting the information to us.

•	 Try youth recreational Lacrosse.  More pickle ball courts and a recreational league.  
•	 I’d like to see the Adult Tennis league expanded and made a bit better.
•	 Could we get a hockey rink and or youth league down this way?

•	 Obviously not extremely well publicized. I am unaware of most of the things that were listed.

I had 5 kids, who were 
in the youth programs, I am happy to pay to provide those opportunities, but am dismayed 
that there are no programs for seniors. lots of places have seniors softball leagues, tennis or 
volleyball schedules, but not here.  Even just a few more senior oriented facilities would help- 
Bocce courts are small, compared to most uses, and can be quite inexpensive to build, but 
there are none in Sandy.  Your population has aged, yet you seem to ignore us.

•	 When I coached youth soccer and baseball 8 years ago, everything went just fine.
•	 there needs to be another outdoor poor. dimple dell should have an outdoor pool
•	 Keep up the great work.
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•	 Love Sandy City soccer for its price and convenience. 
•	 Youth programs are very important for the community.  Especially in developing lifetime sports 

and activities
•	 For soccer: Let girls play on the boys teams. My sister and I put together a team with our kids 

who wanted to play together, but when we went to register we were denied because they 
aren’t the same gender. Apparently you have to be in 2nd or younger or in high school. No rhyme 
or reason for that. Dimple Dell has coed though so they can play together there. Also, keep 
them on a smaller field through 1st grade and only combine the leagues if you have to. The 
teams get torn up when 1&2 graders play together then become 2&3 graders who have to play 
in the 3&4 grade league.

I do like the paved bike trails elsewhere through less natural areas 
like neighborhoods.      

On 11400 S  above 1700 E we don’t have 
sidewalks all the way to Bell Canyon Park, it’s difficult in the winter

•	 Don’t develop dimple dell trail. It is such a great getaway in the middle of the city. Parks look well 
maintained and equipment up to date.

•	 Develop mountain bike trails
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•	 Please proceed with the plan to have a multi-purpose trail between 700-1000 E going north-
south from 8600 S to Draper, especially the section from 9400 South to the north!!!!  I have 
seen it on the trail map as a future plan, but I don’t think there has been any progress.

•	 Provide swings for toddler age that have bucket seats with bar across front. 
•	 This is specific to my area; the walking path between 90th S and Lazon which is 9140 S, running 

N to S and between Enchanted Oak Lane, 855 E and Peach Blossom. The adjoining properties 
on Peach Blossom have trees that drop tons of leaves as they have never been pruned in the 
16 years I’ve lived on Enchanted Oak; due to the pot smoking teens who gather back there, 
the possibility of a fire with their hot ashes concerns me greatly! The police are aware of this 
situation, but having attention to dealing with the leaves in a timely manor would be wonderful! 
At least before the snow flies! I know you folks have a TON of deciduous trees to deal with in 
tree city Sandy! Thanks for your hard work!

•	 I like to see Sandy parks have more flowers, bushes to make it more garden look. Many parks 
need better landscape.

•	 Improve lone peak access to trails in gulley. Add lighting and hard pavement for walking. Provide 
a better more secured access from neighborhoods to trax, jordan, city center. Improve walking 
and park options at lone peak. Our parks are set up for sports only. There are no lights in the 
evening to walk safely at lone peak park. 

•	 Need cleanups to keep trash off of the trails.
•	 keep dimpledale wild!!
•	 I like it when they have bark
•	 Do not develop Quail Hollow Park
•	 build a bike park at quail hollow park.. remove the chains crossing the trail near highland.. ive 

crashed several times after hitting them.
•	 After the attack of the women on the trail by TRAX, little concerned about security. Would like to 

know if the trails are being patrolled and how often. 
•	 Need more dog parks. 
•	 We have amazing mountains in Sandy but very limited if any trail systems for mountain bikes.
•	 I always believe that more parks for us are better.  In some ways, leaving the properties of the 

city in natural habitat lends itself to dumping and open to acquisition by private developers.  
•	 They feel underfunded and abandoned, particularly in hot summer months. (dusty) Maybe 

something to upgrade trailheads. 
•	 I feel like Dimple Dell is really a challenge. Not sure how to make it better.
•	 Perhaps some lighted trails for the night time? 
•	 Leave quail hollow as it is. 
•	 Please leave quail Hollow trail as open space. We have several parks close by and this is the only 

trail close to our home. It is used quite a bit by diverse groups of people. To have another park 
would rob us of a unique place that we love. We need some undeveloped open space! 

•	 I am a fairly new Sandy resident. I am anxious to try some of the trails nearby! I hope some will 
allow me to bring my dog along too.

•	 Let s keep Quail Hollow Park “natural” and not developed. It does need to be cleaned up and 
I think rest rooms and trash cans (for people to throw away their dog litter) would be a nice 
addition. More native plants and greenery. Keep the trails!
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•	 You do a great job with the parks and trails would like to see more community outreach to get rid 
of puncture vine with volunteer help

•	 We love the hiking and trail options 
•	 Expand the trails all throughout Sandy city - especially around the silver Mesa elementary school 
•	 Thanks for the bark chips in the Sandy Gully/equestrian park, very helpful, please do keep that up 
•	 I enjoy walking the trails, good parking around access points.
•	 Must the streets be under construction every day? It’s as though there’s a new street 

undergoing improvement every week.. just as one is done, more construction pops up. I’m all for 
revamping when necessary but why is this seemingly never-ending?

•	 Never pave dimple dale park, keep it as natural as possible, it is a true community treasure.
•	 I only walk on the paved trail at the park nearby.

•	 Leave Quail Hollow as open space, no lawn, no sprinklers, no designated use spaces.  
•	 Keep them
•	 Have only used Jordan River Parkway
•	 Keep them wild!  Please don’t develop Quail Hollow Park!
•	 Clean up the drug paraphernalia 
•	 I wish there was somewhere in Sandy more like the Draper Porter Rockwell trail that is paved for 

walking and biking.  I know the Dimple Dell system is beautifully wild and the community wants to 
keep it that way but it would be cool to have something recreational.

•	 Also, the Bell Canyon north parking lot should have one entrance and one exit, I think it could be 
improved a bit.  It would also be nice to encourage boy scout groups to attend on specific days 
as I don’t think they mix well with other hikers (they’re louder and such large groups).

•	 Trash cans for dog refuse. 
•	 Keep the bums and druggies out. 
•	 There is an egregious amount of dog fecal matter on the trails, especially Dimple Dell’s main rim 

trial. Often, dogs are not leashed and are running everywhere, endangering runners and people 
riding on horses.

•	 Draper’s trail system is nicer to use, so I use that instead of Sandy’s.  Please keep undeveloped 
space!  

•	 too crowded
•	 Parks are important. I’m no longer able to acess trails.
•	 Generally parks are excellent.  But with the exception of dog park(s) .  Very sub-par.  I drive all 

the way to New Bingham Highway to the West Jordan/Salt Lake County Dog Park for a safe, well 
done park.  And the demand keeps growing.  I’m surprised how many dogs there are in the new 
Park at City Center.

•	 They do an awesome job.
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•	 Why don’t the parks in the neighborhoods have enough play areas for kids and individual picnic 
tables without having to reserve the entire covered area?  When a family wants to take a meal 
to a local park, it is difficult to find both the play area and the tables.  Wildflower park is the 
exception and we use it every summer.  The other parks around here either require a reservation 
or don’t have a play area.  

•	 I would like to see playground equipment updated at more Sandy City Parks. I know you have 
begun this process but there are still some parks that could really use it. Bell Canyon Park 
especially needs playground equipment updated. Buttercup Park and crescent park could use it 
too, but definitely Bell Canyon Park needs updated playground equipment.

•	 Insure safety for those who use them. Frequent policing to avoid squatters defacing or abusing.
•	 You have to fight back against the few homeowners who want Dimple Dell as their personal 

property and don’t want ANYONE else to enjoy it. I couldn’t find any rebuttal material to use to 
persuade people that a paved trail was a great idea and GOOD for the neighborhood. If Sandy 
wants to be a vibrant, competitive city it has to be willing to defend it’s ideas and not cave in to 
elderly, wealthy single family homeowners that don’t want any change. We need good housing 
alternatives in Sandy..like apartments and condos. My two adult children will probably take their 
Master’s degrees and buy homes in South Jordan or other planned communities in the next few 
years. Sandy feels old. Our trails system needs to link the City together to make it feel like a 
vibrant place to live.

I live near Falcon Park and we love it, but we would love to see some updated playground 
equipment.  

•	 I would prefer more of these & for them to connect better.  Also, goatheads are a big problem on 
the trails.  Not sure were Sandy’s authority ends & the Forest Service begins, but I would love to 
see more mountain biking trails too.

•	 I would like a map of where they are and when they are open
•	 more weed control and clean up
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•	 Leave Quail Hollow Park in it’s natural state with some clean-up of dirt piles. Plant a few trees.
•	 Check for the homeless. They can be aggressive and intimidating.
•	 Keep up the good work. I really appreciate the maintenance on Bells Canyon
•	 Please keep up the maintenance, they make Sandy such a beautiful place to live! Please add mt 

bike trails and continue the expansion of the Bonneville Shoreline Trail between Bells Canyon and 
Rocky Mouth. 

•	 I could not make it to meetings anout Quil Hollow, but I would love to see it stay as a wild place 
with trails. Letting dogs be off leash (like Historic Parleys) would be even better!!!

•	 keep them wild...no paving
•	 Parks are beautiful!
•	 Fix the tennis court at Storm Mountain. Convert one of them to pickleball. We need a big Central 

Park with fields for little league football, perimeter trails for families with small children to bike 
together, room for festivals. When developers put in developments that ruin the neighborhood, 
the least they could do is preserve existing neighborhood trails or access.

•	 I just would like them to keep the bark fresh in dimple dell (check it yearly).  It is good right now 
and makes all the difference for walking but horses break it down faster then you’d expect.

The Sandy dog park is a joke, it is too small for anything 
bigger than a dog over 20 lbs!  Look at Draper off leash dog park or Nampa ID off leash dog park 
for guidance.  There is still plenty of land that you could use!

•	 Need to put additional dog poop bags and garbage cans on the Porter Rockwell Trail between 
10600 S and 11400 S. The Draper stretch has more of that than the sandy stretch. Also, please 
cut the trees and weeds back on the 10600 S to 11400 S stretch of trail.

•	 I rated them as (4) only because there is always room for improvement, but they are the best in 

the valley!!!
•	 I would like to see updated and more children’s play area at Falcon Park.  This park is highly 

utilized and could stand an update.
•	 I can’t wait for the Sandy Canal trail to be completed all the way to Dimple Dell Park.  I am super 

pleased that an equestrian soft surface trail is being provided next to the asphalt trail.  Until it is 
completed to Dimple Dell, you may not see much equestrian usage, but it will come.  Thank you 
for providing trails we can use with our horses.

•	 A few trail signs in dimple dell would be nice. I’ve gone running down there and when on the trails 

on the south side I get lost every time.
•	 I typically run at night on the bike path along the Trax path in Sandy. It would be nice to have a 

section that is lit up at night and it’s a loop away from traffic and paved, not concrete. The high 
school tracks are good but  they are rarely lit at night and during the day they are typically in use 
by the high school kids.

Even the park by Alta Canyon is VERY Hot in summer, maybe some sort of shade over that after 
swimming at the pool. Also Remove the OLD exercise equipment at Alta Canyon pool that is 
outside. The elliptical is proving very dangerous for little kids! thank you!

•	 I do prefer paved trails especially for biking and often go to draper or the Jordan parkway. 
Unpaved trails make sense on the foothills. I like the new trail on the canal. 

•	 More patrols.  In addition to off leash animals, there has been people smoking out there which 
with the high weeds could torch entire neighborhoods.

•	 More and being well kept.
•	 More paved trails like in Draper.  Paved trail along the north side of Dimple Dell park. The horse

•	 They have a LOT of burrs, puncture weeds which make them fairly undesirable for cycling. Since I 
have quit using the bike TRAILS, I have had no flats. I ride on the bike lanes on the streets, which 
is dangerous, but the puncture weeds make cycling there unfavorable.

I think its amazing to have a natural and wild, self 
sustaining landscape within walking distance to where I live. I feel very fortunate to have that.

•	 Sandy City has almost “zero” equestrian trails.  There is access in Brandon Park, which is pretty 
small, but horses seem unwelcome along the canal trails being developed.  We have all but lost 
the UTA Porter Rockwell trail and the connectivity from Dimple Dell Park to the west is non-
existent.  City seems bent on driving equestrians out of Sandy CIty.

•	 The parks are excellent and well-maintained
•	 They seem fine.
•	 Keep em comin!
•	 Keep doing what you’re doing.
•	 I use Sandy trails daily, most often Dimple Dale.  Thank you for not paving it!  The only issue that 

I run into on a regular basis is dog owners that do not keep their pets on a leash (this happens 
way too often).

There is a lot of 
graffiti and trash
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•	 Some weed maintenance would be nice, but I understand that may not be feasible. Also, lots of 
loitering teens and homeless in Dimple Dell Park and along Porter Rockwell trail. We don’t use 
the trail or park system as much as we used to because of the increased transient population.

•	 Yes the hidden valley park is well taken care of the puncture vines I think are under control
•	 Compliments to the parks team. I believe we have the nicest parks in the county and possibly 

the state. I would love to see expansion in our trail system, specifically BST above Wasatch Blvd 
to the North of where it currently ends.

•	 Need to be aware of what is out there and when it is available and the level of difficulty and 
distance.

•	 There is one area of the Willow Creek Park that the residence of “The Wentworth assisted living 
community looks out over that is all full of dead clippings, weed and cut branches. It needs to be 
cleaned up. The other area that needs attention is the trail that goes south from where Highland 
Dr. ends at 9800 S. It continues all the way to the gully.

•	 better and more judicious watering control. we live in a desert and I am appalled when driving 

around and see watering at the wrong time of day, during rain storms, water wasted and running 
down the street. we need to conserve and have more natural, native landscaping

•	 More security patrols. My wife and two teen daughters have had enough experiences with 
creepy males on the trails to be less likely to use them even in broad daylight. Also, with so many 
off-leash dogs, and we hope they are all nice doggies but observe that more than a few are not, 
aggressive, punitive enforcement (and no more warnings that appear to have been ineffective 
over the years) is my suggestion. I have pets, so I’m not anti-critter. But I have repeatedly 
seen people start with a leash and after a minute or two remove the leash for the next half 
hour. Enforcement seems so rare that about the only time a dog owner puts the leash back 
on momentarily is when another dog is approaching and the owner decides to prevent a dog 
fight. But it still happens, usually about the time I’m getting close and can get knocked over by 
sprinting dogs.

•	 Leave Quail Hollow Park natural and wild!  I use the trails there often and appreciate the natural 
beauty.  It’s like being up in the canyon but only having to walk a block to get there.  People are 
nicer, they engage with one another just like trail etiquette dictates.

•	 Get the riff raft out.  Repair trails and clear noxious weeds better.  Cut down on the number of 

football/soccer/softball/tennis classes etc that keep other people from enjoying the parks.
•	 Just keep them clean and safe
•	 More signs about not allowing motorized vehicles (dirt bikes, go carts, scooters) and dogs
